2 cups flour 

4 teaspoons baking powder 

4% teaspoon salt 

6 tablespoons shortening 

% cup milk 

From sausage meat into tiny flat 
cakes and cook until nearly, but not 
quite, done. 

Prepare biscuit dough as follows: 
sift together flour, baking powder and 
salt. Cut in shortening, using a pastry 
blender or two knives. Stir in milk 
quickly. Roll out one-quarter inch thick 
on floured board. Cut out biscuits with 
biscuit cutter (about and half 
inches in diameter). 

Put sausage between biscuits, sand- 
wich fashion, and press dough tightly 
together arround the edges. Prick 
with a fork on the top and bake on 
a greased baking sheet at 400 degree 
F. for 15 minutes. Makes from eignt 
to ten sausage biscuit.

GOVERNMENT 
BUILDINGS 


IN ALBERTA 


The Department of Public 
Works was organized in 1906 


about a year after Alberta 
was formed as a Province.. 
Its functions today are divid- 
ed into two categories - the 
construction and = mainten- 
ance of public buildings. Con 
struction includes planning 
und supervising the erection 
of large buildings and the 
actual construction work on 
smaller projects. Mainten 
ence covers a wide variety of 
activities including the maa- 


ufacturing and repair of of- 
fice furniture, cleaning and 
Maintenance of government 


buildings care of grounds, 
the maintemance and servic- 
ing of government vehicles. 

By the end of 1953, the 
Department held ownership, 
in the name of the Mimister 
of Public Works, to 871 build 
ings throughout the Province 
These range from such im- 
pressive structructures as 
the Legislative, Natural Re- 
sources and Administration 


Buildings in Edmonton to 
modest forestry cabins scat- 
tered through the western 


and northern sections of Al- 
berta. The Agriculture scho- 
ols, the Institute of Techmol- 
ogy and Art in Calgary, the 
sanitoria, Court Houses, and 
Titles’ Offices, Jails, Mental 
Hospitals, Treasury Branches 
and Liquor Stores are exam- 
ples of public buildings com- 
ing under the jurisdiction of 
the Department. 

Withia the past few years 
the Department has adopted 
a policy of centralizing Al- 
berta Government offices for 
the convenience of the pub- 
lic. This is being carried out 
with the construction of “Pro 


vincial Buildings” im many 

towns and smaller cities 

throughout Alberta. 
Construction work by the 


Department today is usually 
confined to institutions and 
smaller undertakings, while 
the larger projects are hand- 
led by tender. In certain cas- 
es, key craftsmen are sent 
from Edmonton, and other 
Mecessary labor is hired loc- 
ally. 

During 1953, the total ex- 
penditure for. buildings and 
Imatatenance by the Depart- 
ment totalled $10,467,034. Of 
this sum, about 71 percent 
was for construction, 23 per- 
cent for maintenance, and 6 
percent tor furnishings and 
equipment. 

Over the years from 1948 
to 1953, the amount expended 
on construction was $32,708,- 
000, for maintenance $11,286,- 
000, with $3,222,578 spent on 
furnishings and equipment. 
The total for the six years 
Was $47,216,490. 


These expeditures provid- 
ed and equipped many public 
buildings for which an urgent 
need had long been aparent, 
and included Provincial Build 
ings at seven Alberta centers 
Engineering Buildings, Ruth- 
erford Library and Students’ 
Union Building at the Univ- 
ersity of Alberta; the Fair- 
view School of Agriculture; 
Aberhart Memorial Sanitor 
jum; Alberta Office Building 
Calgary; Civil Defence Build 
ing, Edmonton; Cancer Clin- 
ic, Cerebral Palsy Clinic, New 
Land Titles’ Building and 
the Administration Building 
also located in Edmonton 


Under the Maintenance 
Branch of the Department 
comes a large number of car- 
enters, electricians, plumb- 
ens, caretakers and grounds 
men, The Carpenter Shop 
turns out about $10,000 worth 
of furniture for government 
offices each month. The 
Paint Shop maintains a staff 
of 24 persons, while about 12 
men are employed in the met- 
al shop of the Department. 
14 plumbers are responsible 
for the maintenance of plumb 
ing and heating in Govern- 
ment builmings, and about 20

electricians, apprentices and 
helpers are required to carry 
out wiring on new construc- 
tion as Well as to maintain 
and repair wiring in existing 
offices, 

The Department of Public 
Works employs about 942 peo 
ple for the construction and 
maintenance of Alberta Gov- 
ernment Buildings scattered 
throughout the Province, Up- 
on them falls the responsibi- 
lity of providing public bulld- 
ings and giving these build-
